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Bryan As A Prophet 


f A SSUMING that IIP has been correctly quoted, William J. 
S\ Bryan is of the opinion that the state and congressional 
elections next year will register a sweeping Democratic victory, 


In all probability he has guessed wrong again. 
The mo- 


mentum of the staggering victory won by the Republicans less 
than a year ago would indicate that it will carry them once more 
to victory, altho naturally hy generally reduced majorities or 
pluralities, as the case may be. The country is too large and the 
defeat administered to the party of Bryan too overwhelming for 
that party to stage a come-back in so bhort a time. 


Mr. Bryan's diagnosis of the popular feeling over the coun- 


try is doubtless correct. 
There is much dissatisfaction with the 


Republican national administration. The causes he enumerates 
which he believes will contribute to Republican defeat are all 
true enough, but he failed to enumerate one Republican asset 
which in the minds of a majority of voters will probably out- 
weigh all the terms of his indictment—and that is the Demo- 
cratic party. 
The men and women \\ho contributed to the recent Repub- 


lican avalanche of votes v,ere at least not all enamored of the 
Republican party. They voted as they did without enthusiasm. 
They, or a host of them, were not voting for the Republican 
party—-they were voting against the party of Mr Bryan 
With 
that fact so recent in their memory we believe William J. is 
over-enthusiastic in his rosy-hued predictions. 


It is too much for Republican shouters to expect that they 


can maintain the high tide of political favor of last November. 
But it is scarcely likely that a movement so strong as that which 
ewept the Democrats out of power can be reversed in so short a 
time as two years. It«nay be checked in that time, but hardly 
turned in the other direction. We are registering this predic- 
tion—guess would be better—as against the Commoner's 
For 


practical purposes both are worthless and both are sound, ac- 
cording to the political bias of the reader. The event, as regis- 
tered by the count of noses a year from next November, alone 
can determine whether the Bryan guess or the one here record- 
ed is correct. 
On Mr. Bryan's other statement, assuming he made it, to 


the effect that the need of the Democratic pai"ty is not leaders 
but voters, we also'take issue. To the average mind it would 1 
seem that the very reason the Democratic party lacks vo.ters is] 
due primarily, perhaps solely, to a lack of leaders. 
And how, 


-Mr. Bryan hopes to win voters, of whom there are a great many) 
in this country, without first obtaining leaders, of which" there 
is an ominous dearth in both parties, must be left to his luminous 
mind to elucidate. 


It was once said by a shrewd, long-headed American whose 


name we do not now recall that the Democratic party had Ihe 
best principles, but the Republican party had the best men. 
This, we believe, comes as near being the truth as generaliza- 
tions of that kind ever come. 


Traced back to its beginnings the Democratic party un- 


doubtedly is the heir to the soundest and most fundamental 
principles of any party in the history of American politics 
But 


thejtrouble with the Democratic party is that it is afraid of its 
own basic principles. 
In a campaign it advocates its party 


tenets so timidly that it gives the appearance of being afraid to 
advocate them aloud for fear of being heard. And when en- 
trusted with power it is usually so torn with internal dissensions 
that it repudiates its own creed, to the disgust of those who 
placed it in power. 


The Republican party, on the other hand, ib the party of ex- 


pediency and opportunism. And immediately after the death, 
of Lincoln it became and has remained the most materialistic of, 
all our parties, at least in its leadership. It is reactionary, as 
much the servant of Privilege and the vested interests as the 
most vigorous of its enemies charge it with being, but at that it 
is honest. 
, 


Take the last campaign, for example 
It went brazenlj on 


record as to what it would do for the powerful financial mtei- 
ests that control it if it were entrusted with power 
It denied 


nothing, it made no excuses for its record or for tho^o who do- 
minated its councils. It frankly admitted thai it would favor 
the old railway magnates, that it would upset the tax program 
which levied excessively on Big Business and it openly declared 
it would enact a tariff of the old Dingley, McKinley typo 


Yet the voters rushed to its support in overwhelming num- 


bers. 
As suggested above, thoy probably were not moved bv 


any love of the Grand Old Party 
Hut at least they were not 


deceived. 
E\erjone knew what would happen in the event ot 


its victory and now that the expected has happened Mr. Bryan 
says it will go down in crushing deleat and gives a.s'reasons toi 
his prediction the vcrv acts the Republican party promised to 
perform if voted in and \\hich it has since done or is attempting 
to do. 


Verily. Mr. Brvan is a bum prophet or the American voter 


is the most inconsistent chap ot \\hom histor\ beats record.

a hospital where 35 children lay in 
spotless beds attended by a competent 
doctor and nurses. Most of them lay 
pick with malaria, but there was no 
quinine to give them.
